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VIENNA, Avg. 8. 

A Relation of the Defeat of the Rebels in Hungary 
ac cee River Waag not far from Trenchin, by the 
Imperial Forces under the Command of the Field- 
Marfhal-General Sigisbert Count Hieifter, the 3d’ 
of Augett, 1703. 

HE 27th of July the Field-Marfhal General 
march’d with the Imperial Cavalry from the 

Ilan of Schur, to free che Couatry of Moravia from 

the Enemy’s Iucurfions, and to relieve and fupply 

with Provifioas Newftetrel and Trenchin on the 

River Waag, woich Places were in Diftrefs; and 

to that End to joyn General Viard, who in a late 

AGion near Scaliz had repuis'd s000 of the Rebels 

Horfe commanded by Ozkai, Kiiling 2 or 300 of 

them. The Field-Marthal arriv’d at Scaliz the 29th, 

and having joyn’d General Viard, continua iis 

March to Hungarian Brod, there to furnifh bimielf 

with Provifions and other Neceffaries for his further 

Operations. 

The 1ft of Auguft Intelligence was brought to 
the Field-Marfhal ac Brod, that the Enemy had 
drawn off from before Newftetrel and retir'd over the 
Waag: Whereupon his Bacellency advanc’d the 
2d to Newftertel, and being inform’d there that the 
Enemy were march’d up the Waag, towars Trenh- 
chin, he left behind him the Artillery and the little 
Baggage he had, and paffing the River at a Ford 
came up with Part of their Rear-guard , of 


whom he kill’d about 400 Foot and took above 80 - 


Prifoners : By thefe he learntthat Ragotski and Bere- 
zeni were marching with their Horfe in the Vale 
along the Waag towards Trenchin, and that their 
Four with their Artillery and Baggage had taken 
their Way by the Mountains toward Panewiz. 

The Field-Marfhal, who was then near Pezko, 
renew'd bis March at 10 a Clock that Night ; and 
when he came to a Pafs. within a fhort League of 
Trenchin, cans’d Provender to be given to the 
Hoifes; and at break of Day the 3d charg’d the 
Enemy's advanc’d Troops pofted ata little Diftance 
from the Pafs, and drove them back into. their 
Camp; where, contrary to his Expectation and 
the Intelligence given him, particularly by the Pri- 
foners, was the Enemy's whole Body, as well Poot 
as Horfe, with their Artillery ; whereas he thought 
to fird there only their Horfe. 

"Twas not judg’d convenient to turn back without 
attacking the Enemy, becaufe in that Cafe twas ap- 
prehended our Troops would be fallen upon in their 
Retreat, and in Confequence be in Danger of being 
beaten: And therefore the Order of Battle was on 
afudden Refolution form’d with the utmoft Dili- 
gence. And becaufe the Enemy bad pofted their 
Foot with the Artillery to defend  Intrench- 
ments they had before them, the Field-Marfhal re- 
folv'd to endeavour by a Counter-March to gain the 
open Plain, as the moft proper Ground for Horfe to 
a in, and thence to charge the Enemy in Flank, 
or if poffible to cut off their Retreat: But this laft 
could not be done, for a fmall Body of the Enemy’s 
Horfe, who feem’d to be commanded to attack us 
Inthe Rear, being prevented by the faid Counter- 
march, made back co their Army, but in paffing by 
the Front of our Cavalry were attack’d and broken 
by our light Horfe: The Enemy's Horfe moving up 
to. fecond their faid Party, our Cavalry was.alfo 
oblig’d to affift our light Horfe ; and both Sides en- 
aging in the Support of their refpective Troops, 
Which charg’d in Parties with various Succefs, came 
at laft to a general Action between 4 and 5 a Clock 
in the Afternoon ; and in the End the Enemy’s Ca- 
valry were broken, difpers’d, and put to a toral 

out: The greareft Part of their Foot were cur off 
from efcaping with their Horfe, and by that Means 
foffer'd great Lofs. "Twas computed that in the 
Fight and Purfuic were flain 6000 of the Ene- 
my. Our Forces took all their Artillery confifting 
of 14 Cannon, with 400 Prifoners, above 50 Stan- 
dards and Colours, and two Pair of Kettle-Drums.

* without any formal Procefs. They defire chat the 
* Exchequer be tied up in it's proceedings to the

‘ They Petition that the Offices of Palatin of the

* tia,and others, be reftored to their ancient Auchority 
* and Jurifdiction ; and thar their Saliaries be panc- 
* mally pay’d, as alfo that the Revenues of the King- 
* dom be managed by a Hungarian Treafury, inde- 
“ pendent of that in the Imperial Court. 
‘ They reprefent the great diforders Committed 
* in the Kingdom by Forrcign Troops, in pillaging, 
* burning Churches, Schools, and the Houfes of the 
* Nobility, and infulting their Perfons without any 
“regard to Character or Quality. They moft 
* earneftly requeft, thar the Officers be obliged to 
* keep their Soldiers under a more ftri& Difcipline 
‘ while they remain in the Country; and as to 
* evacuating the Kingdom of all Forceign Troops, 
they leave that point ro be feuled by the fir Diet 
* to be held after the prefent Civil War is at an end. 
‘ The States having laid all their Grievances 
* publick and private ac the feet of his Imperial 
* Majefty, they cake che liberty to affure him, tbat 
* in their Inftramen: of Grievances they have defired 
* nothing but what is agccable to Juftice and Equity, 
* what is founded on the ftanding Laws of the King- 
* dom, and whar is conformable ro che Promife 
* Solemnly made to the States of the Kingdom by 
* the late Emperour Leopold in his Deciaration 
* publith’d in the Year 1659, and fince ratified by 
* the prefent Emperour at the Time of his Corona- 
* tion in the Year 1687. And cherefore they moft 
* earceftly, and moft humbly befeech him to take 
* all their Grievances Serioufly into Confideration, 
* and what things are now in bis power to grant 
* them during the prefent Diet, and to redrefs all o- 
* ther Diforders affoon as poilibly can be done. 
* And in order tothe appeafing of the prefent 
* Troubles, the preferving the Peace of the King- 
* dom for the future, and the rooting out of the 
* Hearts of the SubjeGs all manner of Jealoufy and 
* Diftruft of the Government, they advife and re- 


queft ‘his Imperial Majefty to commir th

* depoticed with bis Imperial Majefty, another to 
* be puc into the Hands of the Cardinal Primate, a 
* 3d into the Hands of the Palatine of the Kingdom, 
“a 4h to be given to the Archbifhop of Colocza, 
* a5-h to the Judge of the King’s Court, a 6th to 
‘ the Ban of Croatia, a 7th to the Chapter of Gran, 
‘an 8th Copy to the Chapter of Colocza, a 9th to

“ may give full Satisfsction to the Maleconieats, and

From the Camp at Helchin, Auguft 20. The 17th 
Inftant Part of the Artillery defign’d to be us’d a- 
gainft Lifle, march’d from Menin to Prince Eugene’s 
Camp before that City ; and this Morning was fol- 
low’d by the remaining Parc with the Ammunition 
and ali other Neceffaries for carrying on the Siege. 
About 3000 Foot and 1000 Horfe detach'd from our 
Army, pofted themfelves between Lanvy and Poat 
a Chin, to cover the March of the faid Artillery 
from all Attempts which might be made either from 
th: Garrifon of Tournay or the Duke of Berwick’s 
Army. This Evening the Trenches will be open’d 
againft Lifle, by a Lieutenant-General 2 Majors Ge- 
nera) and 2 Brigadiers, 10 Battaliions and 4000 Pio- 
neers; who will be reliev’d from time co time du- 
ring the Siege by the like Number of Troops. The 
Duke of Burgundy’s Army continues behind the 
Canal of Bruges, and the Duke of Berwick’s neat 
Mortagne; but the latter being drawing to bim 
what Troops he can from the Neighbouring Gat- 
rifons, we expec hourly to hear they are in Mo- 
tion, The 18ch King Auguftus and the Landgrave 
of Heffe arriv’d in this Camp. His Grace enter- 
tain’d them Yefterday with a Review of the firt 
Line of our Army: And this Morning they both 
went to the Camp of Prince Eugene. re, 
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
